Mr. Swanson, former governor 
and senator from Virginia and 
Secretary of the Nsvy since Pre¬ 
sident Roosevelt took office In 
1933. was 77. He had been In U1 
health for many months. 

Swanson went from the chair* 
manshlp of the United States 
senate naval committee to the 
cabinet.

44 years of public service, which 
began with minor offioes In Vir¬ 
ginia, 12 years in the House of 
Representatives, then a term aa 
governor of Virginia, to be fol¬ 
lowed by the beginning of his Sen¬ 
ate term In 1910.

How the character o( the peo¬ 
ple of ancient Egypt and the land 
they live in Is preserved In tho 
art forms they left behind them 
wsis the theme of an address by 
John Kyle at this morning's extra, 
curricular hour at the Summer 
School of Education. 

The talk was the first of > 
series Mr. Kyle is to give on' 
national art forms. 

Each nation's art, he said, was 
the reflection of the character 
and feelings of Its people. Art 
did not consist only in painting 
pictures and carving statues, but 
i a "well doing what needs do¬ 
ing.” 

The effect of geography on 
the character of the Egyptians 
was passed on in their art. said 
Mr. Kyle. Living in a land of 
intense sunshine they were of s 
sunny character, Intensely In¬ 
terested tn living—so much so 
that their polytheistic religion 
was much concerned with life 
after death. 

Mr. Kyle also reviewed the phy¬ 
sical characteristics of Egypt, 
which affected Its art forms. 
The straight horizontal and verti¬ 
cal strata of its rock formations 
were copied in Its buildings, fol¬ 
lowing the essential art prin¬ 
ciple that architecture should be 
in harmony with the landscape 
It is set in. 

The only wood available was 
of small dimensions snd was 
cunningly turned snd jointed 
into window gratings. Soft and 
hard stone were the main mater¬ 
ials. Because the first buildings 
had been made of reeds snd clay 
the slightly sloping wsUs and

Commission Hopes to

Completing Findings 

VANCOUVER (CP) — Mem¬ 
bers of the International Pacific 
Fisheries Commission expressed 
hope today they will be able to 
recommend about seven years 
from now a method of rehabilita¬ 
ting the once-great Fraser River 
sockeye salmon run. 

The commission, which began 
an eight y r investigation cover¬ 
ing two sockeye cycles a year 
ago, concluded a three-day con¬ 
ference here yesterday In which 
Dr. W. F. Thompson reported 
progress of the investigations. 

He said about 5,000 eockeye 
were tagged in the Fraser River 
and its tributaries last year. 
J^kes and rivers throughout the 
river basin were examined and 
mapped carefully. A staff of 30 
technical experts is employed. 

Before adjourning, the commis¬ 
sion decided to hold its next meet¬ 
ing at Washington, D.C., In Janu¬ 
ary. 1940.

An emperor penguin. 

I thought the most interesting 
parts ot the pictures were those 
which showed emperor penguins 
In their native home. These birds 
are the largest members of the 
penguin family, and are found 
in and around South Victoria 
Land, which belongs to the 
Antarctic continent. 

Penguins have been compared ■ 
to "little men In dress suits.” 
They sund upright and walk— 
or waddle around. 

The emperor penguin some¬ 
times grows to a height of three 
and a half feet. It spends ail its | 
life In the water or on the Ice- 
covered "land." 

In the water, the penguin dives 
for fish. It is an excellent diver, 
and as time goes on it grows fat. 
By and by, it swims to the icy 
shore. There it molts some of 
Its feathers. 

Going back to sea, the penguin 
finds more food, and becomes 
fat again. Later, in the breeding 
season, it spends a month or 
more on the land, taking little 
or no food. 

Oddly enough, the breeding ' 
season of the emperor penguin I 
comes in the middle of the Ant 
arctic winter. The cold winter 
months down there come at the 
seme time as our summer. 

The female lays only one or 
two eggs In her nest, which Is a 
shallow hble, more or less lined 
with pebbles. It Is a wonder how 
she Is able to keep even one egg 
warm enough to hatch. The tem¬ 
perature needed for eggs of these 
birds is about 78 degrees above
